General Harmon has published a sign- 
ed statement in reply to recent criti- 
cisms regarding the proposed sale of 
the Union Pacific railroad. He reviews 
tine action taken by Mr. Olney and him- 
self, and what was done under the 
Cleveland administration. He says: 


Among the criticisms of the Union Pa- 


cific situation it Is publicly declared by 
some that the foreclosure of the govern- 
ment's lien on the nmln Hue anil ol that 
on the Kmisns Pacific line should have 
been in a single suit, and thdt possible 
loss l>y breaking up the unity of the prop- 
erties uilght have been avoided, by after- 
ward consolidating llio several suits. 


This statement Is wholly unfounded. As 


the property Is In seven different states 
and judicial districts, a separate suit lifid 
to be brought In each. The disadvantage 
of this to the government was plain from 
the start. Accordingly, In a bill for a set- 
tlement prepared nt the request of con- 
gress by Mr. Olney, lie inserted a provision 
authorizing foreclosure of all the govern- 
ment lines in a single court, if suit should 
become necessary. The bill failed and this 
provision with It. 


In the attorney general's roport .for 1895 


(p. 2D) the subject was again urged upon 
the attention of the congress as follows: 
"As it may become advisable or necessary 
for the government lo institute legal pro- 
ceeding agiilnst one or both of the com- 
panies above named, I bog to call attention 
to the necessity of a law Hiving some prop- 
er court in the District of Columbia juris- 
diction of the entire property and of nil 
the parties in interest. 


"What has been hereinbefore said as to 


the general necessity of giving one court 
full jurisdiction In such cases applies with 
espcclnl force here. Such a provision was 
Included in the bill prepared by Attorney 
Genera) Olney at the request of the last 
congress. (See his report for 1804, p. 2(i.) 


"It should now be put in the form of sep- 


nrate act, so as to be made Independent of 
nny particular plan of reorganization. Un- 
til the pasKiiyi- of such an act, any 
tempt of 
I lie government to protect 


rights by litigation will be greatly 
pered." 


General Lu\v Ilccommemleil. 


A general law for all lil;e cases was 


recommended (p. 2-1). 
The attorney gen- 


eral followed his report by preparing a bill 
which was Introduced by both Senators 
Morgan and Brleo on Dec. 20,1803 (Fifty- 
fourth congress, first session, Vol. 2S, Rec- 
ord, 
pp. 208, 2UD). It wns not passed, al- 


though it was again recommended (Report 
1S!)1>, p. 
2f>). 


Consequently, when the president direct- 


ed foreclosure, provided the too cornmou 
fate of junior liens could ho avoided by a 
gunrnnly, us be hud proposed to do in bis 
message of Dec. 7, 18% (Second session, 
fifty-fourth congress, p. 1) In case congress 
should fall to act, the necessity of separate 
suits could not be avoided. 


The guaranty secured by a large deposit 


of money, assured to the government, in 
cash, on its second lien, In the distribution 
of proceeds of sule, at least the principal oC 
nil Its subsidy bonds and more than half 
the Interest, which ran at G per cent for 
;!0 years, and, unlike the principal, was 
not invested In the property, but went to 
the bondholders. 


To muke thin guaranty good required a 


bid at the sale of about ij-in,000 per mile 
for the entire system, or $">0,l)00 per mile 
for the pure subject to the government 
lien, .including the sinking fund, to the 
benefit of which, of course, the company 
was entitled. Tim arrangement was rec- 
ommended in writing by every government 
director and receiver. 


The government's lien did not cover the 


entire properly of the company, nor even 
nil Its lines of railroad, nnd the remain- 
der of both property and lines was heav- 
ily mortgaged to others. Whether by the 
terms of the net, the government created 
for Itself more than n mere lion Is by no 
means cleur under the decisions of the 
supreme court, but its claim as a general 
•creditor, if such It Imve, was not qualified 
nor surrendered. 


The sale was to bo at public auction, 


subject to the approval of the: court and 
free ami opon lo any and all bidders, with- 
out restriction or condition, as shown by 
the terms of the agreement, submitted to 
congress nt ihc time, Jan. '28, 1S97. (Sec- 
ond session, fifty-fourth congress, p. 1,'-M1). 


The suits, which wore brought In Feb- 


ruary, hud to remain separate., like those 
brought to f&roclose the prior mortgages, 
making a unit sale of the entire property, 
possible only by concurrent action of the 
various courts, with the consent of nil 
parties. The consolidation of the suits has 
always been as much of the question as 
foreclosure by u single suit wns In the be- 
ginning.
